EATON WAS SLAIN 
THE POLICE THINK 


FORME R JA N ESV ILLE MAN MUR­ 
DERED AT CHICAGO. 


Inmates of the 
Boarding House In 
W hich He , M et His Death Claim 
T hat He Committed Suicide But 
Conditions Do Not Bear Oui the 
Statement. 


Samuel Eaton, a form er J&nesvillg 
man, died in Chicago under suspicious 
circumstances yesterday, and the pc-

lice think he was murdered. 
Eaton, who waB twenty-one years, 
old and employed asasw itoam an by the 
N onhw estern Railway company, was 
found dead 
a t 4:30 o’clock in the 
m orning in the hallw ay on the thiid 
floor of a boarding house on West 
Madison street, w ith a bullet hole in 
his left breast, two inches to the right 
of his heart. 
A second bullet had 
pierced his clothing, but a button on 
his vest had made it pass to one side 
cf his body, and lodge in the wooden 
hallway. 
May Miller, who lives, in the house 
with Emil Meier and Lynn Tozer, bet­ 
ter known to his friends as Joe Free 
man, who were companions oi Eaton, 
were arrested and locked up a t the 
DeeplaineB street police station, pend- 
ding an inveatigatiou into 
Eaton’s 
death. 
R ev o lv er B y B ls S ide. 
The revolver which belonged to 
Eaton, and which caused his death, 
was found concealed in a corner of 
Mtb. Miller’s room under a pile of 
clothes. 
This fact, and the fact that 
the dead man's clothes were not pow­ 
der burned, as they would have been 
had he Ared the shot, anc also the 
conflicting stories told by the parties 
under arrest, lead the police to believe 
Eaton did not suicide, but was m ur­ 
dered. 
It is alleged by the inmates of 
the house th a t Eaton had repeatedly 
threatened to com m it suicide. 
It is 
also alleged by the inmates th at Meier 
had threatened Eaton’s life. 
The Despluic.es street police were 
notified 
of Eaton’s death by Tozer, 
who rushed into the station a t 5 
o’clock and asked Desk (Sergeant Flem­ 
ming to send the ambulance to 21? 
West Madison street. 
Tozer said be 
had spent half an hour in trying to 
find a physician who would attend the 
injured man bul w ithout success. 
When the ambulance men reached 
the boarding house they found the 
place in a turm oil, and stretched out 
on the floor in the rear of the third 
floor hallw ay wa6 the body of Eaton. 
The body was cold, the man having 
probably died instantly. 
B is C row d G athered. 
The house. which was kept by Mrs. 
Alice McCracken, was surrounded by a 
crowd of persons who had heard th at 
a m urder had been committed. 
The 
occupants had been aroused by hear­ 
ing two shots, abd Mrs. 
McCracken, 
who occupies’ a room in the second 
flnor of the house, was one of the first 
persons, besides the Miller woman, 
T ozjr, and Meier, to the reach the 
dead m an’s side. 
The three latter 
were there, telling Tozer to hurry for 
a physician. 
Mrs. 
McCracken knelt and found 
Eaton breathing his last. 
He was 
gasping for breath and unable to say 
anything, dying a minute later. 
He 
was lying on his stomach with his 
bead toward the rear of the hall. The 
body was taken to the county morgue, 
where 
an exam ination was made, 
which resulted in finding the wound 
near the heart. 


Id e n tity Is E sta b lish ed . 
In the dead man’s pocket was found 
a silver watch, $7 951 and an employe’s 
card bearing the name of Samuel 
Eaton, mechanical departm ent, the 
Chicago A N orthw estern railw ay 
Eaton’s home was found to be a t 54 
Avers avenue, near the railw ay shops 
Chicago papers say he was the sole 
support of his father and mother. 
A c c o r d in g to statem ents made by the 
three persons under arrest, Eaton is 
supposed to have shot himself. 
He 
had called at the house early last even­ 
ing to 6ee Miss Miller, and while there 
be had quarreled w ith Meier in his 
room. 
Later Eaton and the woman 
left the house together. 
Later they returned, and began 
quarreling about Meier. 
Ju st before 
the shot was fired the Miller woman 
was 
heard to 
exclaim: 
“ Oh, I’m 
dying ” 
This was followed by the 
falling of a heavy object. 
Then a 
door was slammed heavily and an­ 
other Bhot was heard. 
Eaton's body 
was found ten feet from Meier’s room, 
lying face downward in the narrow 
hallway. 
The dead man 
was well know a 
here, having lived in Janesville for 
some years. 
His father 
w a s a ma­ 
chinist in the employ of the C. A N. 
W. road. 
Word of Eaton’s 
tragic 
devith was received by his cousin, L. 
A. 
H e m m e n s, today. 
The funeral 
will be held in Chicago Sunday, and 
ti e remains will be brought to Janes­ 
v ille on M onday.
